Nev er A Real Pu ncher 
The fig ht shou ld settle

He cu ffed and jabbed Baer with 
amazing cou rag e for a man slow­ 
ly being beaten to a pu lp bu t not 
once did he hu rt the challeng er 
or do any thing more than annoy 
him by the force of 263 pou nds 
behind a few cu mbersome pokes. 
How then, to accou nt for the 
fact Erniie Schaaf died 
after 
being knocked ou t by Camera 
and th at Jack Sharkey , when he 
lost the title to the Italian last 
Ju ne, went down like a log for 
the 10 cou nt from a rig ht-hand 
u ppercu t to the jaw? The only 
answer, it seems to me, is that 
both were sheer accidents and by 
no means to be taken as real tes­ 
timony th at Cam era ev er pos­ 
sessed a -killing ” pu nch. Schaaf 
was prov ed to hav e been su ffer­ 
ing from a brain ailment and in 
no shape 
for a

match. 
Sharkey was at the end of his 
.heav y weig ht career and folded 
q u ickly after a brisk start. 
Baer, on 
the ' other 
hand, 
packs the most terrific jolt with 
either hand of any heav y weig ht

hooks, Baer likes to start them 
from the floor with his rig ht, 
followed by a left hook to the 
body .

ifornian. Baer disdains most all 
of the orthodox ring cu stoms and 
relies ex clu siv ely on his hitting 
power, with g estu res.

The new heav y weig ht cham ­ 
pion is in a class by himself as a

steps like a ballet-dancer, hand­ 
ling his 210 pou nds with natu ral 
g race. Far more calcu lating and 
shrewd than he is g iv en credit 
for, Baer has dev eloped a ring 
techniq u e th at has no parallel, 
in the memory of the oldest in­ 
habitant of the ring side.

TITLE RETURNS TO AMERICA 
There are few sports or competitiv e contests of 
any natu re at which Americans do not ex cel. If 
ex ceptions do appear now and then, the situ a­ 
tion is u su ally soon changed and the balance of 
power remains with America constantly . 
The heav y weight fighting title was captu red 
by the hu ge Italian fighter, Primo Camera, a 
little ov er a y ear ago. 
His defeat a few day s 
ago at the hands of Max Baer, stalwart Ameri­ 
can fighter, brings the title back to America 
where it has been held most of the time since 
su ch a title was established. 
The Italian giant has aptly been termed a 
freak of natu re, weighing ov er 250 pou nds and 
standing six feet and six inches tall. He gained 
the championship throu gh sheer su periority of 
weight and general size, and u nder qu estionable 
conditions. Among the ex perts, it was the gen­ 
eral opinion that it remained only for the time 
that he shou ld be matched with a man of real 
ability and stamina, u ntil his defeat shou ld be a 
m atter of fact. Su ch was the case in the fight 
with Baer. He was su perior to Cam era in ev ery 
respect, regardless of the great handicap of 
weight and size that was his. 
There are many people who do not approv e of 
prize fighting bu t it seems that ev ery one shou ld 
take a ju stifiable pride in the championship be­ 
ing held in this cou ntry so long as prize fighting 
is sanctioned and practiced. It goes withou t say ­ 
ing that fight fans were ov erjoy ed with the v ic­ 
tory . 


DROUGHT VERY SERIOUS 
We read mu ch abou t the present drou ght from 
day to day bu t a majority of the people do not 
realize its ex tent and its v ery seriou s proportions. 
The entire cou ntry is su ffering from it more or 
less bu t natu rally some sections are mu ch harder 


hit than others. 
And it is natu ral that the 
drou ght in some sections will hav e far more seri­ 
ou s effect than in others. 
Probably the worst hit section of the cou ntry 
and the section that will cau se the greatest ef­ 
fect on the welfare of the cou ntry , is the great 
plains area which stretches northward from 
Tex as and u p throu gh Oklahoma, Nebraska, 
Kansas, North and Sou th Dakota and into Can­ 
ada. 
This is the great wheat produ cing belt of 
the continent and crops there hav e already been 
redu ced to a fraction of what they might hav e 
been. 
Other sections of the cou ntry are equ ally as 
hard hit bu t will not cau se the seriou s resu lts 
that will be forthcoming from the wheat section. 
Corn, wheat, fru it and other crops are feeling 
the 
seriou s effect 
of 
the 
lack of moistu re 
throu ghou t the cou ntry . 
And not only are the crops su ffering from the 
drou ght bu t cattle in the west are hard hit from 
its effect. 
Grazing land and watering facilities 
hav e been so redu ced or entirely obliterated that 
thou sands of animals are starv ing, or perishing 
from thirst. 
Present economic conditions add to the seri­ 
ou sness of the situ ation sinnce the crop redu c­ 
tion program of the gov ernment has already re­ 
du ced acreage and possible y ield greatly . 
Indi­ 
cations point to an alarming shortage of wheat 
for the coming y ear.
